Fuller terms him ‘ a most rare poet as any our age or nation 
produced ’; and Anthony a Wood calls him ‘ the rarest poet that any one age or 
nation produced.’

First edition, of extreme rarity. Even in an imperfect state the 
book is seldom met with, but perfect copies, as here described, are 
among the rarest things in English literature. Apart from its scarcity 
the book is of the greatest interest as containing (pp. 75-77) the famous 
ballad of ‘ The Nutbrown Maid,’ which was here published for the 
first time. No early separate edition of it is known to exist. Its 
authorship is unknown, but probably Douce’s suggestion, that it was 
translated from an old German ballad by some Englishman with whom 
Arnold was acquainted at Antwerp, is correct. 

The work was first called Arnold’s * Chronicle ’ by Thomas 
Hearne, but has little claim to that title. It contains a list of mayors 
and sheriffs, with brief historical notes, 118^-1502, and a collection of 
charters, municipal regulations, and other documents relating chiefly 
to London in the 14th and 15th centuries. 

The typography of the volume has been generally assigned to Jan 
van Doesborgh, but Mr. Proctor (Jon van Doesborgh, p. 15) gives 
excellent reasons against that printer’s claim.

7, 1549, was 1550. But it is well known that printers were in the 
habit of dating their publications both by the ecclesiastical and by the 
civil year (commencing Jan. 1), no fixed rule being followed; and as 
we have indisputable evidence that the new Prayer Book was in use 
in two London churches on Easter Day, 1549 (April 21), it is certain 
that the edition dated March 7 was the first, since the May edition 
was not published until some time after Easter.

This second edition of the Prayer Book, which was brought out 
by the desire of the King himself, influenced by tbe Genevan 
reformers, contained many changes more markedly Protestant. 

Vestments, except the surplice for priests and deacons, and the 
rochette for bishops, were disallowed. The word ‘Mass ’ was deleted, 
the word * altar ’ changed to 4 table ’, 4 Mattens and Evensong ’ to 
4 Morning and Evening Prayer,’ and ‘priest’ to ‘minister,’ though 
not invariably so.

Commonly known as Archbishop Laud’s Book of Common Prayer, as he and 
Bishop Wren were associated with the Scottish bishops in preparing it, though Laud 
asserted that he had been de siroiis of introducing the English Book of Common Prayer 
without alteration. The book was very unpopular and was soon withdrawn. The 
attempt to use it in St. Giles’ Cathedral, Edinburgh, on Sunday, 23 July, 1637, 
occasioned a riot, which is popularly said to have been started by a woman named 
Jenny Geddes who flung her stool at the head of the Bishop of Edinburgh, David 
Lindsay.

Second edition of this celebrated book, with which Dame Juliana 
Berners, if she be not a mythical personage, had probably little to do. 

The greater part of the book on hawking and hnntiDg is based on the 
Verierie of Twici, a work written in the fourteenth century, and the 
heraldic treatise is stated in the first edition to have been translated 
and compiled at St. Albans. But the quaint chapter on angling, with 
its delightful woodcut of the angler fishing by the river bank, his 
captives kept alive in a tub by his side, bears internal evidence of 
being an original production ; and the author of this earliest printed 
English ‘ treatyse of fysshynge wyth an Angle ’ is shown to be a 
worthy predecessor of Izaak Walton. 

‘ This edition has an extra chapter on ‘ Fishing with an angle.’ 

It is of great typographical interest as being printed entirely in a type 
used on no other occasion in England. This is a rather heavy square 
letter, and was obtained, along with some woodcuts and initial letters, 
by W. de Worde, from Govaert van Ghemen, about 1491, when the 
latter removed to Copenhagen. The initials and woodcuts were 
frequently used, but the type does not appear again.’— E. Gordon Duff. 

The original edition is well-known to be the first English book in 
which the art of colour-printing was exercised, the initials, paragraph- 
marks, and nearly all the coats-of-arms (the exceptions being in the 
case of one or two peculiar colours in which the brush was employed) 
being printed in various colours. But in the second edition no other 
colours were printed than red, and a yellowish colour intended for 
gold (now much faded) employed only for the shield of Scotland and 
that below it on the same page.

From the copy of a letter addressed by Stubs to Fox, which is inserted in the 
second copy, it appears that Fox intended 4 these few words’ to be printed in the book 
itself, but they were not given to Stubs until it was finished. Many other interesting 
details relating to the book are given in this letter. 

Owing to most copies being bound up inoorrectly (according to the directions 
given on the three pages before the page of errata), they appear to be imperfect, as 
the last page ends with the catchward 4 Some.’ This refers to the first word 4 Some¬ 
thing ’ of the preceding section, which section the printer evidently intended to be 
the last in the book. 


The subject of the book is most curious. It is written to protest emphatically 
against the use of 4 you ’ instead of 4 thou ’ in addressing individuals. Examples in 
support of the author’s argument that 4 thou ’ is correct are quoted from the 
Scripture and more than 30 languages. It is an erudite, but at the same time very 
amusing book.

Excessively rare. It is a little work of the most interesting character, which 
hardly ever occurs for sale, and when Pepys reprinted it from a later issue, was 
already, in all probability, very scarce. In it we find a minute and precise acoount 
of the internal organization of this great and ancient charity, with a list of the staff 
of officers and their several duties. At the end of the volume is given a daily 
service for the poor, the Litany and Suffrages, a thanksgiving, and a form of 
certificate or ‘ passport ’ given to each patient on his discharge from the hospital. 

The name of the author is unknown. In his preface he says : ‘ It pleased the 
kinges Maiestie of famous memorie Henrie the eight ... to ereote an hospitall in 
West Smitbfield, for the continual relief & help of an .C. sore and diseased.’ 

This refers, not to the original foundation of the hospital which was effeoted about 
1123 by Bahere, a minstrel of Henry II, but to its re-establishment after the disso¬ 
lution of the monasteries.

This remarkably pine copy op the First Folio Shakespeare is one 
op the best and larqest in existence. It is one of a very few known 
bound by Roger Payne, the greatest of English bookbinders, tooled in 
the exquisite taste wliich distinguished the work of that genius ; and 
it is the only one recorded which has his original detailed bill (a very 
curious and typical specimen) preserved. The bill begins as follows : 

‘ A great deal of Lettering done in the most correct Manner in 
Work. This Book is very Large—in page 11 in y e Hift of King John 
their is a Rough Leaf at the Bottom.' 

After detailing the mending of the leaf of verses and the title etc., 
he proceeds : 

‘ Finished in the Taste I thought suitable to the Book. The Top

In the seventeenth century this copy was the property of the 
Shakerley family in Cheshire, into which married Sir Watkin Williams 
Wynn, third baronet, who thus came into possession of it. It passed 
to his second son, the Rt. Hon. Charles Watkins Williams Wynn, at 
the sale of whose books in 1851 it was acquired by James Beaufoy. 

It now bears the bookplate of Henry B. H. Beaufoy, F.R.S. 

The two copies sold in recent years with which this can fitly be 
compared are the Van Antwerp (formerly Locker-Lampsoo) copy, 
which realized £3600. in 1907, and the Hoe copy, sold two years ago. 

The Van Antwerp copy had the same measurements, but was in a 
modern binding by Bedford; and the Hoe copy, albeit a little larger, 
was in my opinion not bound by Roger Payne, though in the Bale 
catalogue it was stated that it had been attributed to him—undoubtedly 
as a specimen of binding it could not be at all favourably compared 
with this one. Moreover, the Hoe copy had some letters in the first, 
second, and last lines of the title restored in- facsimile, and some eight 
or ten letters were defective in three other leaves.

The book was undoubtedly printed, not by Pynson himself as it 
has been often erroneously asserted (interpreting in a too literal sense 
the statement, ' Per me R. pynson ’), but by Guillaume Le Talleur of 
Rouen for Pynson, who was his compatriot. The most probable reason 
was that at this early period of his career Pynson had not the type 
requisite for the printing of such a work. 

On the reverse of the last leaf of this copy is a contemporary 
inscription to the famous Protector Somerset, the guardian of Kin, 
Edward VI and ruler during his minority: ‘ To the moste noble am 
myghte prince Edwarde by the grace of god Duke of Sommerset Erie 
of hertforde . . . lord Semour oncle onto the kinges highnesse of 
England, governonr of his most Royall pson and protectour of all his 
Realmes Dominions and Snbjeotes . . .’

Very rare. This is one of the least imperfect of the few known 
copies of the book. The one in the British Mnseum is described as 
wanting fonr leaves. 

‘This Gulden Legend contains a very curious and mixed collection 
of illustrations. Some had belonged to W. de .Worde and some to 
Caxton. There are besides five metal engravings in the * mantere 
criblee ,* obtained doubtless from abroad, and some curious initial letters 
which had apparently belonged to Andr6 Bocard. It would be exceed¬ 
ingly interesting could we trace the history of these criblee cuts 
and discover whence Notary obtained them. The designs were clearly 
taken from a set of compositions the work of a Lower Rhine engraver 
about 1450-60, known as the ‘ master of St. Erasmus,’ of which a 
complete set may be found in the British Museum. Notary’s, however, 
are not direct copies but prdbably imitations of some cribUe prints 
copied .from the original designs. Such sets are at Munich and 
Berlin, and another of a different class may be found in the editions 
of the Horologium Devotionis , printed at Cologne by Ulric Zel about 
1490, and John Lande, a few years later. Notary’s are very exact 
copies from these, but engraved the reverse way, a common occurrence 
in copies.’— E. Gordon Duff.

Mr. A. H. Bullen, however, says: ‘ It is rash 
to follow Kirkman, Baker, and Halliwell in identifying Antony Brewer with the 
“ T. B.” whose name is on the title-page of the Country Girl, 1647, 4to. f a well- 
written comedy, whioh in parts (notably in the third act) closely recalls the diction 
and versification of Massinger. There is no known dramatist of the time to whom 
the initials T. B. could belong. There was a versatile writer named Thomas Brewer, 
and the title-pages to bis traots are usually signed with his initials, not with the full 
name. His claim to the Country Girl would be quite as reasonable as Antony 
[Tony] Brewer’s. In 1677, John Leanerd, whom Langbaine calls “ a confident 
plagiarist,” reprinted the Country Girl, with a few slight alterations, as his own, 
under the title of Country Innocence.’ Another title for the latter was : The 
Chambermaid Turn'd Quaker.

The early history of thiB famous work is interesting. It was completed by the 
middle of 1831, but although the manuscript was submitted to John Murray, Fraser, 
Longman, and others, the author was unable to find a publisher for it, and it was not 
until November, 1833, that the work first began to appear in periodical form in 
Fraser's Magazine. It was completed in the August number in the following year. 

Fraser still declined to publish the work in book form and Carlyle had some 
copies printed ‘ for friends,’ of which the above is one. 

‘ When poor “ Sartor ” got passed through “ Frazer ” and was done up from the 
Frazer types as a separate thing, perhaps about fifty copies being struck off, I sent 
six copies to six Edinburgh literary friends from not one of whom did I get the 
smallest whisper .. . ’—Reminiscences of Thomas Carlyle.

This is apparently the only extant copy of a document important for the history 
of English finance and polity in the time of Queen Elizabeth ; and an interesting 
memorial of the Queen’s library.

In 
his dedication to the Queen, Carmarden writes : 4 And as yo r highnes tendereth yo r 
owne benefitt and the salfgarde of ray poore lyffe, w ch by this my dewtie shewed in 
yo 1 ma“ behalf, shal greatly hazard the same, so doe I moste humblye beseache yo r 
highnes not to Imparte any thinge herin conteined to any beside yo r owne pson, but 
to reade & keepe the same so secreet as none els may be preuie thereuto . . . ’ 

In a postscript, in which he gives his address as 1 in S l mary hill Lane by Billings¬ 
gate, next vnto the howse of M r John Bassett, sergeant of yo r ma 1 * Chapel,’ he again 
alludes to the danger in which he stands, and apologizes for the delay in presenting 
the book to the Queen. That there had been delay is shown from the fact that the 
date on the first page (title) has been altered, from what has been apparently 1579,

First edition ; of extreme rarity. It is a most bitter satire upon the Romish 
priesthood, especially Cardinal Wolsey, who had all copies he eould obtain destroyed. 

Tyndale in his Parable of the Wycked. Mammon states that it was printed at Worms. 

It was reprinted at Wesel in 1546, but the passage, commencing on c 8 , referring 
to the divorce of Henry VIII and mentioning the Princess Mary, is omitted ; 
and throughout the dialogue there is no mention of the Cardinal, the matter being 
altered to a general reference to the vices of the bishops, the wit and poignancy of the 
first edition being thus frequently lost, though the bitterness of the satire is little 
moderated. 

In Cologne and in Worms, in 1525 and 1526, Roy worked with Tymlale in the 
production of the English Testament. Then they parted : Roy went to Strassburg, 
and there with the assistance of Jerome Barlow, produced this Rede me and be not 
wrothe in which Cardinal Wolsey and others are fiercely abused for their opposition to 
the spreading of Gospel light in England. There is praise given to ‘ Strasburgli that 
noble towne | Acyte of most famous renowne | Wheare thegospell is frely preached.’ 

An attentive study of this curious book of verse will give a vivid picture of the state of 
things in England at the time. His remarks on Cochlceus are of the most bitter 
kind, that scholar having been the denouncer to Wolsey of the secret Bible-work going 
on in Cologne and Worms between Tyndale and Roy.
